A Shert Ristery ef the Bymn Which is Bpis- | 


tarbing Gurepean Pelitics. 


The Russian national hymn, which has 
pave? such an abnormally lars> part in 
Suropean politics recently, is very young, 
considering the gray antiquity of tle coun- 
try to which it belongs. When (zar Nich- 
olas’ with his composer, violinis*, General, 
and Adjutant, Alexis Fredorowitch Lwow, 
ep ed in Berlinand Vienna in 1873, the 
bands of the local garrisons were constrained 
to greet him with theirown national airs, 
for painstaking research had failed to dis- 
cover a melody essentially and imperially 
Russian. Nicholas was considerably abash- 
e@i when his attention was calleito this 
state of affairs, and his first order upon hi 
return to St. Petersburg was that Lwow 
should prepare a Russian anthem. The 
result wasthe glorious melody of ** God 
Save the Czar,” which even Russiar radicals 
and subjects of the three allied powers ac- 
baontohay has not been surpassed in purely 
patriotic music. The words of the hymn 
were written oy Shukoweky. 

The anthem was first rendered before the 
Czar on Nov. 23, 1833. It was made the 
national Kussian hymn by the decree of the 
following Dec. 4. Lwow received from 
Nicholas, in recognition of the composition, 
a snuff box set with diamonds and the 
right to carry on his tamily coat of arms 
the words : ** God save the Czar.”
